here is scarcely a child for 

whom “Once upon a time..." 
doesn't signal that something 
wonderful awaits. The larger- 
than-life characters, exotic set- 
tings, and rich language of fairy 
tales continue to capture the 


minds and imaginations of chil- 
dren. Like their parents and their 
grandparents before them, space- 
age children thrill over the trials 
of beautiful young princesses 
(sometimes frowned upon by 
feminists) and delight over the 
predicaments of bumbling rustics. 
The power of fairy tales to en- 
courage reading is sufficient to 
preserve their place in reading 
education. Add to that the fact 
that they are the prototypes of 
much of the literature that 
children will encounter later in 
books, and you have a truly

hen a child cries out at 2:00 

a.m. in fear of the green, 
hairy monster near the closet, 
most parents find it difficult to 
seize that moment as the perfect 
occasion for a learning experi- 
ence. The goal usually is simply 
to calm the smallest monster, 
the child, and get back to sleep. 

Yet teaching a child how to 
confront and deal with the mon- 
sters he fears can set him up for 
success in taking on challenges 
all through life, according to 
David A. Rapkin, Ph.D., a clini- 
cal and health psychologist in 
private practice in Santa Mcnica, 
and a member of the research 
faculty at the U.C.L.A. School ot 
Medicine. Parents should view 
even the 2:00 a.m. monster as 
an opportunity. 

Monsters are a common ele- 
ment of childhood. “Almost all 
children experience monsters in 
their dreams or in their waking 
fantasies," says Rapkin. "They're 
caused by positive wishes that 
are blocked,” he explains, “such

as wanting to be on good terms 
with a schoolmate, for example. 
The monster is a symbol of the 
child’s angry energy, which he 
directs at himself. 

“Monsters can take on any 
form, but usually they look like 
something that captures un- 
consciously for the child the 
thing they are struggling with,” 
says Rapkin. They often are de- 
scribed as things that the child 


valuable instrument for helping 
children learn to read. 

Hearing these ancient tales 
seems to help children not only 
to develop a sense of story struc- 
ture, but to build a repertoire of 
the stock themes, characters and 
language patterns that are the 
fundamentals of literature. Read- 
ing researchers have document- 
ed that those children who be- 
come independent readers most 
quickly are more often than not 
those with pre-reading knowl- 
edge of traditional stories. 

Parents can help build their 


identifies with in his play life, 
such as a giant bug, a hairy dino- 
saur, or a witch. 

It’s actually the child’s creativi- 
ty that makes the monster scary 
to him. The trick for the parent is 
to utilize the same creativity to 
help the child become comfor- 
table, or safe, in the creature's 
presence.

vehicle that appeals to the child, 
to get as far away from the mon- 
ster as possible. The parent and 
child also can capture the mon- 
ster with a make-believe net or à 
blanket, or arm the child with a 
pretend weapon. But creating a 
safe setting in which the child 
can subdue the monster and 
gain insight into the situation is 
the goal. "Kids will aggressively 
confront scary things if they're 
safe," says Rapkin. 

Rapkin suggests that the par- 
ent allow the child to decide 
how close he gets to the mon- 
ster, and how fast. “Be patient in 
letting the child sense the con- 
trol he has in approaching or 
escaping the monster.” 

After the child feels safe, the 
parent can begin to help him or 
her confront the monster. The 
child can garner allies—heroes, 
siblings, sports figures—to ac- 
company him as he begins to 
stalk the monster. The child 
becomes the commander-in- 
chief, and, according to Rapkin, 
wants to be in a position to de-

reading on Grimm's Fairy Tales 
and Storybook Theater, Satur- 
day and Sunday mornings at 
11:30 a.m. (EDT/PDT). In the 
weeks ahead you'll hear stories 
of the country bumpkin who 
trades away his fortune, of the 
homeless young girl who be- 
comes a queen, and of the shep- 
herd boy who is befriended by a 
magical animal, and many others.

A little parent-child inter- 
action, in the fashion sketched 
out here and in the two preced- 
ing "Couch Potato" articles, can 
not only ease the process of learn- 
ing to read, but give children 
warm, positive feelings about 
reading.

EEEE] Infant IQ 
tests may 
not be 
very smart 


ow bright is your baby? 
There's reason not to trust the 
answer of an IQ test done in the 
first couple years of life. Although 
IQ tests are widely used today on 
infants in special education pro- 
grams, nursery schools, programs 
for disadvantaged children, and in 
clinical situations when a child's 
development isn't progressing 
normally, the American Academy 
of Pediatrics isn't sure the tests be- 
ing used measure IQ accurately. 
The Academy says that tests 
commonly employed to measure 
the IQs of infants in the first 18 to 
20 months of life are poor predic- 
tors of future ability—and may not 
even be good measures of infants’ 
current ability. IQ tests today rely 
primarily on a measurement of 
motor ability, which is no longer 
believed to be related to later in- 
tellectual ability.

mand from the monster an ex- 
planation, and an apology. Why 
is he here? What does he want? 
"Suggest to your child that he 
tell the monster that it's not O.K. 
to scare him. The child can offer 
the monster something nice, if 
he wants to, like a toy or a cook- 
ie,” says Rapkin, "and the child 
should ask the monster to give 
him something in return, such 
as a magical ring, a jewel, or a 
secret word that's helpful." 
Through this entire process, the 
parent should be nonjudge- 
mental and nondemanding, re- 
membering that the game has to 
beon the child's own terms. 
The gift exchange fosters a 
relationship between the child 
and the monster, making the 
child’s imagination an ally, and 
teaching the child to tap his own 
resourcefulness. But the child 


doesn’t have to achieve friend- 
ship with the monster right 
away. The first time, it may be 
enough just to become safe. The 
process can be done in stages. 

“If you don't do this (help your 
child deal with the monster),” 
says Rapkin, “you set up the 
ground work for another mon- 
ster, or a bigger monster. If you 
don’t successfully help your 
child with his monsters, you 
may set up a cycle putting him at 
odds with his emotions and his 
creativity.” 

What should you expect the 
morning after? “Expect very di- 
rect expression into his waking 
life," Rapkin says. “The young- 
ster will feel resourceful and con- 
fident.” And that confidence 
may be just what the child needs 
to conquer whatever problem- 
has been troubling him.

“Inge and Lise know their friendship is important,” says Jenny 
Lewis.

Budapest is a sister city to Vienna, and its 
well preserved historical buildings and cob- 
blestone streets more closely resemble the 
Vienna of 1938 than does today's fast-paced 
Austrian capital. Among the many sites used as 
locations for the film are Eastern Europe's 
oldest synagogue, the St. Mattias Church 
overlooking the Danube River, and a railway 
station designed by architect A.G. Eiffel, creator 
of Paris's famed Eiffel Tower. 

The story of the Dornenwalds is like that of 
many Jewish families who found themselves 
tragically caught up in the sweeping brutality of 
Germany's Third Reich. Yet it is also the story 
of the people who unselfishly risked their own 
lives in order to help those singled out for 
persecution. 

In this respect Budapest, where the Swedish 
diplomat Raoul Wallenberg succeeded in sav- 
ing over 100,000 lives by interceding in the 
Nazi's reign of terror during the last six months 
of German occupation, proved to be an inspir- 
ing location for the filming. The 130-year-old 
synagogue, for example, the site for several 
scenes in A Friendship in Vienna, stands on 
what was at one time the edge of the Jewish 
ghetto, and was the place where Wallenberg 
distributed thousands of Swedish passports to 
protect those marked for arrest. 

"Coming here to do the film made the story 
very real for me," says Jenny Lewis. "I found 
myself wondering if | would be as brave as Inge 
during those times.” 

And what about experiencing life behind the 
Iron Curtain? Harper says, "It's very different 
from America, and the language is impossible 
for me to understand. But the people have 
been very friendly, and I think that's the most 
important thing." W

maraderie—have always made for lively family enter- 
tainment. Parents can send their children into gales of 
laughter with stories of their own younger mischievous 
days. And the stories of a number of our literary classics 
and favorite movies tell of exuberant adolescent antics of 
various sorts. Stories such as Tom Sawyer, Tom Brown's 
School Days, and Goodbye, Mr. Chips are among the 
best-loved and most frequently read stories of all times. 
The Lawrenceville Stories, written by Owen Johnson 
and published in serial form in The Saturday Evening Post in 1908, are 
part of this time-honored genre.

In interviews with Jan and Ronald 
Kahn, who wrote and produced the miniseries, and with the young 
actors who play the nicknamed legendary characters, the response was 
always the same: kids and human nature don’t change. 

As Zach Galligan observes, “The stories capture a time of life that 
never changes. The spirit of youth is constant. Only the manifestations 
change.” Here the manifestations—the language, the clothes, the pranks 
the boys think up—are of a more gentlemanly era. Stephen Baldwin 
("Gutter Pup") adds, “It appealed to me that the roughhousing was good 
clean troublemaking. The cleverness of the tricks was so funny and so 
unhurting." 

“Before arriving on location I was nervous about how these 1980s 
boys would take to the scripts," admits Jan Kahn, who adapted the 
stories for television. "They had all come from doing TV shows about

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diseases and disasters. But within days they 
were clapping each other on the shoulder and 
calling each other ‘old horse’ and ‘old sport.’ 
They adored the language. They felt stylish." 

The Lawrenceville Stories have always had a 
unique appeal, but never as great as for today's 
nostalgic viewers and readers. Simon & Schuster 
published The Lawrenceville Stories in paper- 
back edition in 1986, and they've now gone in- 
to their fourth printing. Brought out by the 
same publisher in hardback in the late Sixties, 
the response was meager by comparison. The 
Sixties’ issuance, nonetheless, kept Owen 
Johnson’s stories alive. 

When, in 1967, Peter Schwed, then presi- 
dent of Simon & Schuster, decided to pull the 
stories together and publish them in hardback, 
it was a labor of love. He could hardly have ex- 
pected them to appeal to Sixties’ readers. Rather, 
Schwed, a Lawrenceville alumnus and former 
trustee of the school, had a special fondness for 
the stories and wanted to preserve them. 

But the Sixties weren't all riots and protests 
either. Jan Kahn, who was a college student 


- then, came upon the stories and loved them. 


Years later, she gave them to her husband, 
Ron, a film producer, and he saw that they 
were screen material. Soon thereafter, while 
Ron was in London working on another pro- 
ject, Jan wrote the screenplay for the first 
episode of the miniseries. 

When the Kahns were ready to turn the 
stories into television productions, Peter Schwed 


was the obvious person to consult. The Kahns 
hoped for Schwed's blessing, and through him, 
the school's cooperation in filming the stories. 
Jan Kahn clearly recalls her meeting with the 
editor and his exact words when she gave him 
the screenplays: "If I like them, I'll help you. If 
I don't, I won't." í 

Two days later, Schwed telephoned Jan, said 
that he liked what she’d done, and that she and 
her husband had an invitation to visit the 
school and the headmaster. What followed for 
the Kahns and for everyone who worked on 
the filming was an experience as full of fun as 
the stories themselves. The school provided 
old photographs, flags and house colors, and 
an interest in the project in general. The young 
actors brought as much energy and enthusi- 
asm to the production as did Jan and Ronald 
Kahn. And together they recreated the world of 
“The Prodigious Hickey.” 

When the first episode of The Lawrenceville 
Stories was greeted with critical acclaim, the 
Kahns were eager to continue with Hours II 
and III. But would they be able to get all of the 
original cast together again? To their amaze- 
ment, the entire cast, many of whom had to 
juggle complicated work schedules, happily 
returned to appear in the sequels. Jan Kahn 
reflects on the actors' enthusiasm: "Our con- 
cerns in the 1980s are different. Hickey and his 
friends created their own world." She pauses 
and sighs. "We were all so happy to be back in 
Hickey's world." W

was one of the few times I've been taken com- 
pletely by surprise. 

"To come out on stage and do a prepared 
routine—it's not something I think I could do," 
Burnett says. “Mainly because I don’t believe | 
can tell a joke. With this format, you have your 
premise, your parameters. But I never know 
what I’m going to say until I say it.” 

Of the questions that come her way during 
an evening’s “performance,” Burnett observes: 
“The questions I’m asked are generally very 
similar from show to show. They're not couched 
in the same manner every time, but they fall 
into the same areas. I think it goes to show how 
we're all really alike, that we have so much in 
common as people." 

The questions asked aren't all about her 
legendary TV series, The Carol Burnett Show, 
or the "most embarassing moment" in her 
career. Burnett gives freely of herself, and isn't 
hesitant to answer more personal questions. 
"Someone in the audience may ask me about 
my daughter [Carrie] and the time she was in- 
volved with drugs. To some people, a question 
like that might be Stepping over the boundary, 
over the parameters. [Burnett, at the beginning 
of her program, says she will answer all ques- 
tions within reason.] 

"But I don't mind talking about that. It was a 
trying time for us, but when we came out of the 
closet on that problem, I was determined to 
be open and honest about it. I'm proud of my 
daughter, and I don’t mind discussing her or 
that period of our lives.” 

Currently Carol Burnett is at work on her 
second book, which she is writing with her 
daughter Carrie. (Burnett is also the author of a 
memoir, One More Time.) 

Writing has become an important part of her 
life—and an endeavor she plans to continue. 
She comments, "After this book, I'd like to try 
another. Perhaps fiction or a play. I'd dearly 
love to try writing a play." 

Other plans are also in the works. "Julie 
Andrews and I have been talking about doing 
another two-woman show together, to make it 
a trilogy. [Burnett and Andrews have twice 
before combined forces in Programs that 
delighted audiences and critics alike.] We 
might do this one in London. But that’s in the 
talking stage. Disney would like me to develop 
a series. | would also like to do a limited Broad- 
way run.

It was also 
Monroe's first film since she decided to create a 
semblance of autonomy and dramatic respect for 
herself by establishing Marilyn Monroe Produc- 
tions, as well as studying with Lee and Paula 
Strasberg at the Actors Studio in New York. 

At first glance, Cherie seems like just another of 
the incompetent but appealing blondes Marilyn 
had played with such engaging flair. But this is 
just the surface of things. Certainly Cherie is not in 
the genre of the serious dramatic roles Monroe 
was mocked for saying she wanted to play. There 
is, however, a depth to Monroe's performance 
that transcends being simply a light comedienne. 

As a forlornly untalented night club singer, 
Monroe is relentlessly and artlessly pursued by 
cowboy-rube Beauregard Decker (played by then 
newcomer Don Murray). The quality of self- 
parody, present in most all of the memorable 
Monroe roles, is also present in Bus Stop. Her 
nightclub rendition of "That Old Black Magic" is 
high-caliber camp. And as Monroe slides into a 
sheepskin coat at the end of the film, her image 
ignites the screen. But the lasting impression we 
take away is the first sight of Cherie in the film. 
Fragile in a floral wrap, she is curled into the 
frame of a window that looks out onto a dark 
alley. It's a lingering, bittersweet image. 


All About Eve (1950) 
Who but Rip Van Winkle isn't instantly familiar 


. With the lines “Fasten your seat belts. It's going to 


be a bumpy night" and the actress who made it 
famous? But this is just one of the scalpel-sharp 
zingers delivered by Bette Davis as Margo Chan- 
ning in perhaps the most eloquently acted role of

her career. As the Forties drew to a close, “The 
Queen of Warners” had been given a series of 
lesser roles. Davis's long contractual relationship 


. with Warners had been terminated, at the behest 


of Miss Davis and to the relief of the studio. Yet 
her performance in the Joseph L. Mankiewicz- 
directed classic (which won an Academy Award 
for Best Picture) stands as a beacon of what 
Davis's indefatigable talent could evoke when 
there was quality and substance toa part. 

All About Eve follows the swift, backstabbing 
rise to theater celebrity of a connivingly ambitious 
young outsider, Eve Harrington (expertly limned 
by Anne Baxter). While we may be morbidly fas- 
cinated with Eve's machinations, it is Bette Davis's 
Margo, the mature, highly gifted and equally 
highly strung stage star, that dazzles us. When 
Margo realizes she has been used, her reactions 
become the purest blend of fury and grace. She’s 
a leopard in high heels, striking at Eve and at 
anyone who cannot see Eve for the ruthless 
arriviste she is. 

But the greatness in Davis's performance in- 
heres even more through her exploration of an- 
other issue in Margo's life. Margo is truly bone 
angry, hurt and confused about the sacrifices she 
has had to make to reach the pinnacle of pro- 
fessional greatness upon which she now so 
precariously, if regally perches. Sitting in a stalled 
car with her best friend Karen Richards (played by 
Celeste Holm), Margo ruminates, "Funny business, 
à woman's career. The things you drop on your 
way up the ladder so you can move faster. You 
forget you'll need them again when you get back 
to being a woman."

A PAPER PONY 


An Adventure in Paper Sculpture 
(See also pages 56 and 57) 


Below are instructions for assembling a paper sculpture: a horse's head. On pages 56 and 57 you'll discover the patterns you 
need to assemble your horse. After cutting out the patterns, follow the directions below: 


To attach mane to neck: 
e Cut slots on neck. 
* Fold tabs on the side of the neck. 
e Glue tab of mane between tabs of neck. 
* Cut strips on mane and form curls by rolling each strip around a pencil. 


To attach jaw to head: 

* Crease along fold lines to shape head. 

* Fold back all tabs on jaw. 

* Attach jaw to head by gluing first tab (marked) to tip of horse's nose, 
then working your way around the edges one side at a time. Only a 
small amount of glue on each tab is necessary to hold it in place. 
Allow to dry. 


Attach head to neck by inserting head tabs through neck slots. Fasten tabs 
to the inside of the neck with small pieces of tape. 


Glue ears and eyes in place. 


Now you and your horse can share hours of unbridled fun.

Looking out on a career of such range and 
magnitude, its hard to imagine what moun- 
tains Barbra Streisand has left to climb. From 
Broadway stage to television, from music record- 
ing studio to movie studio, her ascent has been 
phenomenal.
